Four Yedrs Ago 
By Sydney S. Gampell, Reuter’s Financial Editor 


With the U.S. gross national product 
showing, in the quarter ended September 30, its 
first decline since the setback of 1949, ¢aution 
towards all markets except money stocks _ still 
seems advisable. 

The index of industrial output, which is more: 
sensitive than the gross national” product or the 
national income, has fallen by about 4 per cent 
from its peak of last spring, : : 

The decline in the gross national product was trifling, 
from an annual rate of $372.4 billion in’ the second 
quater to $371 billion in the third quarter, no more than 
might be explained by the margin of error. or hy the 
stability of prices contrasting with the - previous almost 
uninterrupted uptrend or inflation of irtces aiica i949.
